Willow Drive 
Road Being 
Greatly Improved 

The residents of West Cole¬ 
man and along Willow Drive 
have been greatly entertained 
and encouraged with the all out 
action of the Provincial Dept, 
of Public Works in the location 
of a full road building crew to 
re-build the road, remove ob- 
structures from the creek and 
dig drainage ditches to assist 
ih the water run off which is 
liable to occur during a rainy 
season as in the past. 

Among the road building line 
of equipment to arrive here and 
start operations last week were 
a fully equipped drag-line diesel 
shovel that has been used dur¬ 
ing the past ten days in dredg¬ 
ing the creeks, digging the 
drainage ditches along the road 
and loading the several trucks 
that have been spreading the 
gravel and removed dirt on the 
Willow Drive roadway. ThisJ 
work has been found most fa¬ 
vorable since the operations be¬ 
gan and the roadway is now be¬ 
ginning to take on the most 
wholesome appearance it has 
ever assumed. Starting this 
week the re-gravelling of the 
road has begun, with a deisel 
bull-dozer working on the un¬ 
loaded gravel from the east end 
of the drive, and increasing the 
width of the drive. 

The people living in West 
Coleman and along the drive 
are not only encouraged by the 
fact that flood danger is being 
reduced, but also by the fact 
that drainage of some of the 
water accumulating areas will 
help in the eradication of the 
mosquitos which have been pre¬ 
valent in the district every sum¬ 
mer.

Coleman Council Concerned 
Over The Building Of Bones 
Without A Town Permit 


The Coleman Council Meet¬ 
ing held last week, was fully at¬ 
tended by all members, and had “ 
an outstandingly busy session, 
dealing with many of the local 
problems, with the building of 
local homes without permits 
from the town topping the list 
of needed attention. 

Councillor Jenkins led the .way 
in this respect by his statement. 

“I think it’s time we got tough 
and fined these people who are 
building without permits”. It 
was learned that at least two 
buildings were being built in 
Coleman without necessary per¬ 
mits. 

Councillor Wood supported 
Jenkin’s stand, but other mem¬ 
bers pointed out the dubious le¬ 
gality of such action unless 
backed by a by-law, which the 
town did not at present have on 
record. “Well, what do we issue 
permits for?” maintained Jen¬ 
kins. This drew the answer that 
the need of permits for such 
building up to now was for the 
purpose of guiding the town in 
its assessment valuation. 

Suggested Action 
Councillo^ Jenkins suggested. 
“Something will have to be done 
about it, we can not go on with¬ 
out settling this question once 
and for all. Mayor Aboussafy 
agreed with the councillors and 
suggested as a preliminary step 
that Foreman Joe Malanchuk be 
given authority to issue permits 
as he was in a position to come 
across any new buildings being 
started in the course of his du¬ 
ties which took him all over 
town. 

The Council agreed to the 
Mayor’s suggestion with the mo¬ 
dification that at least two 
members of the building com¬ 
mittee be contacted by the fore¬ 
man for approval before issuing 
permits. “We’d better have a 
clean cut ruling on this”, inter¬ 
jected Councillor Wood, “or well 
have to increase the order for 
the chief’s new revolver from 
two to a dozen”. 

Bus Parking Needs Improvement 
Persistent violations of the 


town’s parking regulations by 
Greyhound buses resulted in 
considerable discussion over the 
question *of providing parking 
areas for such vehicles and in 
this connection in levelling oc 
of that area where the old com¬ 
munity hall once stood was sug¬ 
gested as one solution to this 
problem. Some councillors 
thought this would provide a 
temporary spot for such parking 
but its full purpose would de¬ 
pend on what use the owners of 
the property decided for it. In 
the meantime, council gave in¬ 
structions that the Greyhound 
company and its agents be in¬ 
formed that buses must park in 
conformitiy with the town’s 
parking regulations. 

Would Bring Outside Property 
Holdings Into Town Governing 
Among matters again brought 
up before the meeting was that 
of “The Border Incident”. The 
area in question being that of 
the border which lies between 
the town of Coleman and the 
adjoining suburb of Graf ton- 
town. A homebuilder had his 
home right on the dividing line 
and at a former meeting had 
sought the town council’s as¬ 
surance that he would be pro¬ 
vided with water service from 
Coleman. The bringing of ad¬ 
joining suburbs into the town’s 
administration was brought for¬ 
ward by Mayor Aboussafy, and 
was considered a risky prece¬ 
dent by some councillors. “If we 
do this, someone is going to build 
on the extreme end of it and de¬ 
mand that we give them service 
too,” said Councillor Ramsay. 

Mayor Aboussafy maintained 
that lots in the area, if brought 
under Coleman’s jurisdiction, 
should 'be sold on a consecutive 
basis so that the question of 
providing water to them would 
merely be a matter of extend¬ 
ing the lines from the preceding 
property. It was then decided 
to give the entire matter an ex¬ 
haustive study before reaching 
a final settlement.

During tl 
meeting the members of the dij 
ferent committees are electee 
There are three diffrent com¬ 
mittees; 1, directors; 2, credit 
committee; 3, supervisory com¬ 
mittee. 

The duty of the directors is 
to see that the Credit union is 
run according to the provisions 
in the Credit Union Act. There 
are seven directors, and from 
this group is chosen a president, 
who this year is Mr. I. Raymond, 
and a secretary, Stan Kwasny, 
a treasurer; Mr. John P. Ondrus; 
and a vice president, Mr. Guido 
Lant. 

The duty of the president is 
to preside over the meetings and 
read the report of the affairs 
of the directors’ committee. He 
also countersigns all checks. If 
the president is absent the vice 
president takes his place. The 
secretary, practically all he does 
is record the minutes of the 
meeting and notify all members 
of meetings. The treasurer is the 
general manager of the Credit 
Unions. He signs all cheques, 
and keeps an accurate record of 
all business transactions. He 
keeps track of all the cash, and 
securities, and before the seven¬ 
th day of the month submits a- 
report to the supervisor in Ed¬ 
monton about the activites of 
the Credit Uion. The rest of the 
directors; Rev. Father Sullivan. 
A. Morris, J. Sinora jr., W. Cies- 
lak and F. Kyncel, are there to 
help him and also to determine 
the interest rate on loans and 
on deposits. 

The Credit Committee are the 
ones who review the applicants 
for a loan, and approve or dis¬ 
approve of the borrower. They 
determine the security or guar¬ 
antors required, and on what 
terms the payments shall be 
made. The gentlemen elected to 
this job this year are A. Wilson, 
J. Kilgannon and Ed. Krywolt. 

The supervisory Committee 
examines the treasurer’s books 
and sees that everything is okay, 
they audit the books and submit 
the written report to the direc¬ 
tors, they also check to see if 
the loan applications are put 
into permanent file. The mem¬ 
bers are C. Coover, H. Dunlop, 
E. Fabro. 

Every one of the above men¬ 
tioned gentlemen was elected by 
the Credit Union members, and 
is there to help you and advise 
you, so if you . want any infor¬ 
mation or clarification of any 
point just get in touch with 
anyone of them and they will 
do all in their power to help 
you.

Underground 

Cistern 


n*OR an underground . cistern we 
* recommend the circular type 
with a domed top such as is shown 
in the accompanying drawing. The 
cistern will hold about 62 barrels of 
water or about 2,000 gallons. In a 
circular cistern this would require 
one t feet in inside diameter and 
about 8 feet deep below the level of 
the overflow pipe. ' 

To make such a cistern the walls 
should be about 6 inches thick. Us¬ 
ually an outside form is not neces¬ 
sary, the excavation being made as 
true as possible and inside forms 
only being used. It is usually best 
to hang strips of building paper down 
over the edge of the excavation while 
concrete is placed, to keep soil from 
falling into the concrete. Circular 
forms for the inside, about 2 feet 
high, can be used and these should 
be made in two halves with wedge 
shaped blocks between the two 
halves, so that the forms can readily 
be I removed after removing the 
blocks, to permit them to be raikcd 
to higher positions when the lower 
portion of the wall has hardened suf¬ 
ficiently. 

The concrete mixture for this cis¬ 
tern should be 1 part of cement to

EDMONTON.—Alberta’s coal pro¬ 
duction in 1948 was 8,111.000 tons, 
36,400 tons over thaLof 1947, aceord- 
ig to a report issued by Hon. N. E. 
Tanner, Minister of Lands and Mines, 
despite a shortage of box cars 
an extended strike last February. In¬ 
crease was valued at $5,557,700. 
here was a decrease of 103,166 
i-shifts from the 1947 figure of 
1,998,000. Nearly 10,000 men ’ 
listed as coal mine employees in 
cember, 1948. 

Of the total output, the railroads 
took 2,312,000 tons, Alberta custom- 
1,393,000, B.C. 945.000 and Mani¬ 
toba 625,000. As much coal was 
shipped to Japan as was- taken by 
Ontario about 201,000 tons. Coke 
and briquette manufacture took 380,- 
000 tons. 

Number of fatal accidents in A1 
berta was 13, a reduction of tw 
from 1947. This works out to 1. 
fatalities per million tons of coal 
mined, a figure which is said to com¬ 
pare favorably with the rate in U.S. 
and Britain. The trend toward the 
use of protective equipment "is pro¬ 
ceeding satisfactorily”, the report 
stated. The accident total in 1948 
was 197, compared with 253 for 1947.

Then, moist sand is placed on the 
platform and shaped to resemble one- 
half' of a sphere. The concrete mix¬ 
ture is then put in place over the 
sand, using a very stiff mixture that 
will pack readily and stay in place. 
To make the manhole a large dish- 
pan set on the sand over the centre 
of the cistern makes a good outside 
form. The same pan can then be 
used to cast a concrete manhole cov-. 

When the concrete has hardened, 
a good deal of the sand may be re¬ 
moved through the manhole, after 
which the platform and the supports 
are removed. In building the plat-* 
form it is best to use short lumber 
which is more readily raw 
through the manhole than would be 
possible with longer pieces. In sup¬ 
porting the platform, it is best to 
place double wedges driven over each 
other between the cross member; 
supporting the platform and the ends 
of the posts, so that the wedges can 
•cadily be removed and the posts 
loosened for easier removal after the 
cistern is completed.

Gas Pipeline 
Route Surveyed 


WINNIPEG.—A survey now is 
being made of a gas pipeline 
route to bring natural gas from 
oil and gas fields of Alberta to 
Winnipeg and St. Boniface, 
Man., L. D. M. Baxter said. 

Mr. Baxter, President of Osier, 
Hammond and Nanton, Winnipeg fi¬ 
nancial house backing the project, 
made the announcement of the proj¬ 
ect. Tile Dominion government ap¬ 
proved a bill to incorporate the com¬ 
pany wfyeh will operate the pipeline. 

The company plans to spend at 
least $45,000,000 in bringing gas from 
Alberta to Winnipeg. 

Mr. Baxter said he could not say 
when gas would be laid down to Win¬ 
nipeg consumers. Some matters 
were still to be cleared up. 

The transport board must approve 
the construction of the line and the 
company must obtain an export per¬ 
mit from the Alberta government 
before it' can pipe gas out of that 
province.

EDMONTON. — Alberta Salt Co.’s 
$1 million plant at Lindbergh, 160 
miles northeast of Edmonton, is. now 
opened. 

Brine wells penetrate to the salt 
beds, which are 1,000 feet thick. The 
vacuum process used to produce the 
salt has a capacity of 200 tons daily. 
The chemical industry uses more 
than 50 pef cent, of the tonnage of 
salt produced.

TIGHTEN SUSPENSIONS OF 
DRIVERS’ LICENSES 

New amendments to the Ve¬ 
hicles and Highways Traffic 
Act passed at the last session of 
the legislature of Alberta tight¬ 
ened the regulations on drivers’ 
licenses. 

One provides that the proving 
cial secretary may suspend for 
six months the licenses of a dri¬ 
ver or chauffer who is convicted 
twice within a period of 12 
months. 

Before such license is sus¬ 
pended, the driver in the opin¬ 
ion of the minister must have 
been involved in an accident 
which resulted in bodily injury 
or death of any person or dam¬ 
age to property in excess of 
$ 100 . 

The act also says the minister 
shall suspend the drivers’ or 
chauffeur’s licenses for 12 mon¬ 
ths of any such driver or chaf- 
feur who has been found guilty 
of operating a motor vehicle 
while intoxicated, contrary to 
the provisions of the Criminal 
Code. 

Officials of the Alberta Motor 
Association say the act provides 
that the magistrate making 
such convictions shall forward 
the license of such car driver or 
chauffeur to the provincial sec¬ 
retary for such action as may 
be decided.
